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Chapter  Summaries 

Chapter  10:  Blueberry  Angels  and  Cranberry  Skies 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  of  this  chapter  is  on  the  history  of  Fort  Chipewyan  and  the  changes  that  occurred  as  newcomers 
came  there. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  imagine  the  variety  of  buildings  that  were  built  in  Fort  Chipewyan  and  the  people  who  built 
them.  Discuss  how  the  lives  of  First  Nations  people  changed  when  they  moved  to  Fort  Chipewyan  after  the 
signing  of  Treaty  8. 

Explore  how  cultural  and  spiritual  identities  of  the  First  Peoples  changed  when  priests  and  nuns  came  to  their 
lands. 

You  may  wish  to  have  your  student  find  out  more  about  The  Nativity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  St.  Paul's 
Anglican  Mission  by  visiting  the  following  website:

Ask  the  student  to  review  what  he  or  she  learned  about  residential  schools  and  contrast  that  knowledge  with 
Grand-mere's  experiences  in  boarding  schools. 

Make  every  effort  to  get  the  book  called  Fort  Chipewyan  Homecoming,  by  Morningstar  Mercredi,  and  read  it 
with  the  student. 

Chapter  11:  The  Man  Who  Made  Birchbark  Talk 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  missionary  Jcunes  Evans,  his  empathy  for  the  First  Peoples,  and  his  design  of  Cree 
syllabary. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  explore  the  story  of  James  Evans  and  his  drive  to  design  symbols  for  his  Cree  students. 
Discuss  why  he  persisted  in  giving  the  gift  of  letters  to  the  First  Peoples  even  when  his  superiors  tried  to  stop 
him.  Help  the  student  imagine  how  James  Evan  created  a  printing  press  out  of  tin  box  linings,  carved  symbols 
in  moulds  he  designed  out  of  wood,  and  made  ink  out  of  soot  and  fish  oil.  Point  out  that  his  system  of  symbols 
is  still  used  today  by  the  Cree  people  and  other  Algonquian  speakers. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  by  reading  a  part  in  the  play  about  James  Evans. 
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Display  a  chart  of  Cree  syllabary  in  the  study  area. 

Guide  the  student  through  the  activities  of  making  ink  and  cranberry  and  blueberry  paint.  You  may  wish  to 
keep  the  paint,  as  it  is  used  in  the  art  activities  in  the  following  two  chapters.

Chapter  12:  Study  in  Blue  and  Fish 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

Through  a  painted  collage  of  water  and  fish,  this  chapter  focuses  on  interpreting  the  story  of  people  who  came 
to  the  Fort  Chipewyan  area  by  water  and  ate  a  variety  of  fish  that  they  caught  in  the  waters  of  Lake  Athabasca. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  the  stories  of  the  First  Peoples,  voyageurs  or  les  hommes  du  nord,  fur  traders, 
missionaries,  priests,  nuns,  and  other  people  of  many  backgrounds  who  came  to  the  Fort  Chipewyan  area  and 
survived  by  harvesting  the  natural  resources  they  found  there. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  12  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7B. 
Before  the  student  begins  the  art  assignment,  do  the  following: 

•  Assemble  the  art  supplies  necessary  to  complete  the  collage. 

•  Be  sure  you've  displayed  examples  of  the  five  fish. 

•  Review  each  step  of  the  painting  and  be  sure  the  student  understands  each  one. 

Note:  This  assignment  may  be  completed  over  several  days.  The  student  should  complete  the  assignment 
independently. 

Chapter  13:  Songs  in  Paint,  Pictures,  and  Words 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  focus  is  on  interpreting  the  history  of  Fort  Chipewyan  and  the  people  who  came  there 
through  a  collage  of  words,  designs,  symbols,  and  drawings. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  the  impact  each  wave  of  newcomers  had  on  the  lives  of  the  First  Peoples  who  lived 
in  the  Fort  Chipewyan  area. 
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Discuss  the  impact  on  First  Nations  societies  when  they  changed  from  hunters/gatherers  to  fur  traders. 
Explore  the  impact  on  their  beliefs  when  missionaries,  priests,  and  nuns  came.  Help  the  student  gain  insight 
into  the  positive  and  negative  consequences  of  this  contact.  Explore  the  immense  changes  that  occurred  when 
First  Nations  children  stopped  learning  in  the  traditional  ways  (observing  their  Elders  and  then  imitating 
them).  Discuss  why  the  children  were  expected  to  sit  in  buildings  of  walls  and  windows  while  learning  a  new 
language  and  an  unknown  way  of  life. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  view  the  segments  "Jane  Ash  Poitras"  (Parts  1  and  2)  on  the  Grade  4  Social 
Studies  Multimedia  CD.  Pay  particular  attention  to  the  examples  of  her  work  displayed  throughout  the  video. 

Help  the  student  use  an  Internet  search  engine  to  locate  other  examples  of  works  done  by  Jane  Ash  Poitras. 

Review  the  three  common  languages  that  are  heard  in  Fort  Chipewyan  and  explain  why  they  are  still  spoken 
today. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  13  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7B.  Before 
the  student  begins  the  art  assignment,  do  the  following: 

•  Assemble  the  art  supplies  necessary  to  complete  the  artwork. 

•  With  the  student,  examine  one  or  more  of  the  paintings  of  Jane  Ash  Poitras,  an  artist  who  was  born  in 
Fort  Chipewyan.  Discuss  how  she  weaves  history  into  her  collages. 

•  Be  sure  the  student  knows  how  to  write  the  word  child  in  English,  French,  and  Cree  syllables.  (See  the 
Suggested  Answers  to  the  question  for  this  chapter.) 

•  Review  each  step  of  the  complicated  assignment,  and  be  sure  the  student  understands  each  one. 

The  student  should  work  on  the  assignment  independently.  This  complex  assignment  may  be  completed  over 
a  period  of  several  days. 

Note:  The  student  may  use  acrylic  paints,  wax  crayons,  or  pencil  crayons  instead  of  or  in  addition  to 
watercolour  paints. 

Chapter  14:  Thousands  of  Kilometres  Travelled 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  family  traces  the  route  from  Jasper  to  St.  Paul,  calculates  the  distance  travelled,  and 
reviews  the  natural  regions  and  landforms  they  have  visited. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


With  the  student,  brainstorm  ways  to  represent  the  flight  from  Fort  McMurray  to  Fort  Chipewyan.  As  the 
student  traces  the  route  the  twins  took  from  Jasper  to  St.  Paul,  give  assistance  as  needed. 

Have  the  student  study  the  road  map  of  Alberta  to  determine  the  quickest  way  of  calculating  distances  (by 
using  the  distance  chart).  Review  how  to  use  the  distance  chart  with  the  student.  The  distances  between 
places  travelled  can  be  added  up  using  the  chart;  however,  not  all  communities  are  listed  on  the  chart.  When 
this  happens,  instruct  the  student  to  find  the  distance  to  the  next  community  the  twins  travelled  to.  For 
example,  Grande  Cache  is  not  listed  on  the  chart.  The  student  would  find  the  distance  between  Hinton  and 
the  next  community  after  Grande  Cache,  Grande  Prairie.  Remind  the  student  to  double  the  mileage  between 
Atmore  and  Fort  Chipewyan,  as  this  route  was  travelled  twice.  Since  Atmore  is  not  listed  in  the  chart,  tell  the 
student  to  use  Lac  La  Biche  as  the  starting  point.  St.  Paul  is  not  listed  either.  The  student  will  have  to  measure 
the  distance  using  the  scale  in  the  legend  or  by  adding  the  mileage  figures  in  red  beside  the  roads  on  the  map. 

Travelling  the  route  the  twins  took,  the  distance  between  Jasper  and  St.  Paul  is  approximately  2155  kilometres. 
Add  an  additional  300  kilometres  if  the  student  included  the  return  flight  from  Fort  Chipewyan  to  Fort 
Fitzgerald  and  Fort  Smith,  If  the  student's  answer  is  close  to  that  figure,  it  is  correct. 

Chapter  15:  Driving  the  Buffalo  Trail 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  chapter  focuses  on  agriculture  and  the  physical  geography  of  the  Parkland  Natural  Region,  why  the  region 
is  more  densely  populated,  and  how  it  differs  from  the  other  regions  studied  so  far. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  look  at  the  road  map  of  Alberta  and  discuss  the  significance  of  the  many  roads  and 
communities  in  the  Parkland  Natural  Region.  More  people  live  in  the  region  than  in  either  western  or  northern 
Alberta.  Many  roads  indicate  that  a  lot  of  people  travel  on  them  between  the  numerous  communities  in  the 
region. 

Talk  about  the  possible  reasons  more  people  live  there,  such  as  having  good  soil  for  farming;  the  presence  of 
many  natural  resources  to  develop;  having  good  transportation  routes  (highways,  roads,  and  railways);  and 
the  land  being  more  hospitable  and  not  all  wilderness,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  province. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  15  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7B. 

Chapter  16:  Grain  and  Salt  and  Other  Good  Things 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  the  natural  resources  of  the  Parkland  Natural  Region. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


The  student  finds  Bruderheim  and  Lindbergh  on  the  road  map  of  Alberta.  Review  how  to  find  a  community  on 
the  map:  first,  find  the  name  and  location  codes  in  the  index;  second,  locate  the  location  codes  on  the  map; 
third,  line  up  the  location  codes  and  see  where  the  two  meet  on  the  map.  Have  the  student  practise  locating 
communities  on  the  map  if  he  or  she  is  having  difficulty  with  the  exercise. 

If  possible,  take  the  student  on  a  field  trip  to  the  Lindbergh  salt  mine. 

Ensure  the  Parkland  Natural  Region  is  correctly  drawn  in  on  the  three  maps.  Talk  about  the  areas  where  the 
three  natural  resources  are  located. 

The  student  tries  to  guess  where  the  family  is  travelling  to  next.  With  the  student,  study  the  road  map. 
Ask,  "If  the  family  is  in  Lindbergh  now,  and  will  be  travelling  south  on  Highway  41,  what  is  the  next  town 
they  go  to?"  The  answer  is  Vermilion. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  16  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7B. 

Beyond  the  Story 

The  student  may  wish  to  find  out  more  about  salt  and  salt  mining  and  report  on  the  findings.  See  the 
Education  Corner  at  the  Sifto  Canada  website  at  http://www.siftocanada.com/mdex.html. 

Chapter  17:  Once  a  Land  of  Trees  and  Grasses 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  student  learns  about  the  wildlife,  vegetation,  and  soil  of  the  Parkland  Natural  Region,  and 
the  effect  of  farming  on  its  environment. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Discuss  what  might  have  happened  to  the  forests,  trees,  and  grasses  that  once  covered  the  parkland  region. 
Agriculture  has  changed  the  landscape.  Farmers  cut  the  trees  and  ploughed  the  land  to  grow  crops. 

Have  the  student  figure  out  how  to  calculate  the  distance  in  kilometres  between  Stettler  and  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  11  Highway  using  two  different  methods:  using  the  scale  in  the  legend,  and  finding  the  distance 
between  Red  Deer  and  Stettler  in  the  distance  chart.  The  distance  is  about  100  km. 

In  this  chapter  the  student  researches  vegetation  and  wildlife  in  the  Parkland  Natural  Region  on  the  Internet. 
Offer  help  as  needed. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  access  The  Parkland  Flash  Zone  at  http://www.abheritage.ca/abnature/ 
parklands/flash.htm.  Here  the  student  will  learn  more  about  the  plants  and  animals  in  the  parkland  region. 

Beyond  the  Story 

The  student  researches  the  Rumsey  Ecological  Reserve,  colours  a  worksheet  of  the  great  horned  owl 
(http://www.kidzone.ws/geography/alberta/index.htm),  and  finds  out  more  about  endangered  and 
threatened  wildlife  and  vegetation  in  Alberta. 
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Chapter  18:  Plenty  to  Do  in  the  Parkland 


This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  the  town  of  Vermilion  and  on  the  physical  geography  of  the  Parkland  Natural  Region 
and  how  it  influences  seasonal  activities. 

Instructional  Strategies 

After  the  student  has  done  the  research  on  the  Internet,  talk  about  the  colleges  and  universities  that  exist  in 
Alberta.  Discuss  where  they  are  located  and  what  some  of  the  smaller  ones  specialize  in.  For  example,  Olds 
College  specializes  in  agricultural  studies. 

You  may  obtain  the  two  brochures  Kalyna  Country  and  Alberta's  Lakeland  at  your  local  travel  information 
centre,  or  order  the  guides  from  the  contact  numbers  on  the  websites  listed  in  the  Student  Module  Booklet. 
Encourage  the  student  to  look  through  the  brochures.  Also  read  them  yourself. 

Assist  the  student  as  needed  to  find  the  ski  area  symbols  on  the  road  map  of  Alberta.  The  student  should 
surmise  that  there  are  downhill  ski  areas  where  there  are  rivers. 

Discuss  activities  available  to  people  who  live  in  the  Parkland  Natural  Region.  These  include  cross-country 
skiing,  boating,  sailing,  canoeing,  kayaking,  bird-watching,  wildlife  watching,  fishing,  hunting,  walking,  hiking, 
swimming,  snowshoeing,  ice  fishing,  snowmobiling,  picnicking,  camping,  stargazing,  and  bicycling.  Compare 
the  activities  in  the  Parkland  Natural  Region  with  those  in  the  student's  region. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  18  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7B. 

Beyond  the  Story 

The  student  searches  for  websites  about  Kal3ma  Country  and  Alberta's  Lakeland  on  the  Internet.  Discuss  the 
student's  findings. 

With  your  student,  learn  more  about  "fire  etc."  at  http://www.fire-etc.ca/. 

Have  the  student  look  on  the  Internet  or  go  to  your  local  tourist  information  centre  and  local  library  to  find  out 
more  about  festivals  and  fairs  occurring  in  Alberta  and  the  parkland  region.  Discuss  the  student's  findings  with 
him  or  her.

Chapter  12  Assignment:  Study  in  Blue  and  Fish 

1.  Be  sure  you  have  five  different  colours  of  paint  that  you'll  use  to  paint  the 
water  background.  If  you  wish,  add  other  colours  that  you  think  may  be  in  the 
water.  Choose  a  sheet  of  watercolour  paper  and  paint  the  background. 

2.  Make  blueberry  paint  by  squeezing  several  blueberries  and  removing 
the  pulp.  Then  add  a  fish  oil  capsule.  If  you  don't  have  fish  oil,  you  may 
substitute  a  drop  of  cooking  oil.  Just  as  the  background  starts  to  dry,  dab 
on  a  few  dabs  of  blueberry  paint.  Then  set  it  aside  to  dry. 

3.  Look  for  pictures  of  pike,  trout,  whitefish,  perch,  and  goldeye.  Draw  the  fish 
on  a  separate  piece  of  watercolour  paper. 

4.  Paint  the  fish  with  a  rainbow  of  colours.  When  they  are  dry,  cut  them  out. 

5.  Move  the  fish  around  until  they  form  a  swirling  pattern;  then  glue  them  down. 

6.  Design  slivers  of  reflections  in  smooth  strips;  then  paint  them.  When  they  are 
dry,  cut  them  out. 

7.  Design  slivers  of  reflections  in  jagged  strips;  then  paint  them.  When  they  are 
dry,  cut  them  out. 

8.  Glue  the  reflections  in  a  swirling  pattern. 
Submit  your  painting  with  this  Assignment  Booklet.

5.  Draw  a  rectangle  in  the  middle  of  your  poster.  Inside,  draw  Thanadelthur 
making  peace  or  James  Evans  working  with  Cree  people  to  develop  a 
written  version  of  their  language.  If  you  wish,  you  may  choose  another 
historical  example  of  someone  helping  others. 

6.  Shade  in  your  picture  with  a  pencil  or  crayon. 

7.  Design  and  draw  five  paddles,  or  choose  another  symbol  for  the  voyageurs. 
Paint  them  a  colour  of  your  choice  just  above  the  bottom  border  of  your 


8,  Draw  three  angels  or  three  yellow  birds  below  the  top  border.  When  they  are 
dry,  dab  each  one  with  a  little  bit  of  cranberry  paint.
